Won't End Alliance 
With America, 
Fujiyama Declares 


Japan yesterday calinly 
but firmly rejected an offi- 


cial Russian suggestion 
that this nation aban- 
don its. alliance with 


the United States and 
switch to a_ policy of 
neutrality. Foreign Minis- 
ter Ajiichiro Fujiyama 
openly accused the Krem- 
lin of “ignoring realities” 
and a Government spokes- 
man later issued a state- 
ment urging Russia to 
mind its own business. 


Fujiyama told a press con- 
ference that he had not yet 
read the full text of the Soviet 
note made public 
He said he understood, how- 
ever, that the main points were 
that Japan should scrap its 
Security Treaty with the U.S. 
and join the ranks of neutral 
nations, 


“But considering the present 


international situation, | be- 
lieve in the necessity of the 
U.S.Japan Security Treaty.” He 


Said the pact is a defensive ar- 
rangement and should not be 
the target of “vicious attacks” 
by the Soviet Union. 

He said he “could not under- 
stand why the Russians made 
the demands.” 

The Foreign Minister em- 
phasized that the current treaty 
revision talks with the United 
States were aimed at streng. 
thening Japan's independence, 

He noted that Russia’s latest 
note came on the heels of a 
similar warning voiced recently 
by Red Chinese Foreign Min- 
ister Chen Yi, He said the two 
Communist nations were urging 
Japan to adopt a policy of 
neutrality and predicted that the 
twe governments would con 
tinue to bring up “various mat- 
ters along this line in the 
future.” 

As Fujiyama met with §re- 
porters, another Foreign Min- 
istry official predicted that far 
from hampering the Japan-U.S. 
talks, the Soviet note wouid 
“nelp step up the negotiations.” 

He said the Soviet demands 
also “might spur the U.S, to 
give greater consideration to 
Japan's position in the negotia 
tions.” 

Last night, a written state- 
ment refuting the arguments 
advanced in the Soviet note was 
issued by Shinichi Kondo, direc- 
tor of the Foreign Office Public 
Information and Cultural Affairs 
Bureau. 

Kondo’s. six-point refutation 
Was practically identical with 
the lengthy statement he issued 
to counter Chen Yis Nov. 19 
blast. 

Once again, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment made clear that its 
foreign policy and national 
policy “are based on the princi- 
ples of democracy and pacifism 
as stipulated in the Constitu- 
tion.” 

Japan will never threaten 
any nation but as she considers 
herself entitled to self-defense, 
she has concluded with the U.S. 
a Security Treaty that is “pure- 
ly of self-defensive character.” 

“It is strange and unaccept- 


able that the Soviet Union, 
which asserts that the Soviet- 
Communist Chinese Alliance 


Treaty has the nature of self- 
defense, is criticizing the Japan- 
U.S. Security Pact as aggres- 
sive.” 

The pact with the U.S. was 
not—as Russia charges—"sign- 
ed against the will of the Japa- 
nese people,” the statement con- 
tinued. It was signed “after 
full debate and was approved 
by the Diet.” 

After emphasizing that “It is 
up to the Japanese people to 
decide the means to secure 
Japan’s safety,” the statement 
took note of the Kremlin’s sug- 
gestion that “Japan should fol- 
low the policy of neutrality. 

“However, as stated previous- 
lv, it is Japan’s fundamental 
policy to contribute toward 
maintenance of world peace in 
cooperation with other free and 
democratic nations. The majori- 
ty of the Japanese people would 
oppose any attempt to make 
Japan powerless and isolate it. 

“As a free democratic coun 
try, Japan has as its basic policy 


cooperation with other free 
democratic nations, At the 
Same time, Japan desires to 
maintain good neighborly rela- 
tions with countries of dif- 
ferent social systems. Yet, the 


present statement by the Soviet

Soviet Note Warns 
Against U.S. Pact 


MOSCOW (AP)—Russia warn- 
ed Japan in a note published 
Wednesday against concluding 
a new military treaty with the 
United States. 

Japan would best further the 
case of peace and security “by 
following a policy of neutral- 
ity,” the note said, and added: 

“The Soviet Union is ready to 
undertake to respect Japan's 
neutrality.” 

The note, handed Japanese 
Ambassador Suemitsue Kado- 
waki by Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Gromyko in Moscow 
Tuesday, called also for the 
“dismantling of foreign military 
bases on Japanese territory in- 
cluding Okinawa and the Bonin 
islands and. the withdrawal of 
all foreign troops from the 
country.” 

Russia claimed the conclusion 
of a new American-Japanese 
treaty “would further increase 


'the dangers of a military con- 


flict in the Far East.” 

“This should be stressed,” the 
note added, “in view of the ex- 
istence of atomic, hydrogen and 
rocket weapons today.”

PhilippineEconomy 
Not Deteriorating, 
Garcia Tells Press

President Carlos P. 
Garcia issued a highly 
optimistic diagnosis of the 
economy of the Philippines 
yesterday, dispite persist- 
ent warnings that it is 
gravely ill. 

Garcia told 70 Tokyo news 
men during a 30-minute news 
conference at the Tokyo Kaikan 
that, far from deteriorating, the 
economy is growing faster than 
any Asian country except Ja- 
pan. 

But the Philippine leader ad 
riitted that the fly in the eco 
nomic ointment continues to be 
“low dollar reserves.” 

He explained that this ls 
caused by rapid industrializa- 
tion, which has sent the nation 
mushrooming from 150 indus 
tries in the early 1950's to 1,000 
at present, 

“Each one of these industries 
requires dollar allocations for, 
among other things, machinery, 
spare parts and raw materials,” 
he declared. 

“We have grown a tittle bit 
too fast in industrialization.” 

He also made these points: 

-— Reports on strained rela- 
tions with the Chinese commu- 
nity of the Philippines are “ex- 
aggerated.” Garcia said there is 
“no such thing” as strained re- 
lations with the Chinese, al 
though “lately we have nation- 
alized retail trade in the Philip 
pines.” 

—The Philippines will 
folow Burma, Pakistan and 
Thailand in replacing elected 
officers with a military govern- 
ment through a coup d'etat. “We 
are deeply indoctrinated in the 
democratic way of life and the 
greatest majority of our people 
would not recognize any head 
of state who was not directly 
elected by them.” 

Turning back to the economy, 
Garcia said the answer for any 
troubles it may be undergoing 
lies In increased exports, 

He flatly ruled out peso de 
valuation—"I'm not for any de- 
valuation of the peso”—and 
urged that Philippine exporters 
Strive to increase sales to help 
pay for the imports required by 
a program of swift industrializa- 
tion, 

“The eronomic vitality of a 
country is not measured by the 
amount of dollars you have in 
reserve,’ he said. “Tt is rather 
measured by the productivity 


of the people and natural re- 
sources.”

He toured a shipyard and a 
bamboo factory, addressed the 
Tokyo Foreign Correspondents 
Club, later met Japanese edi- 
tors at a reception, then held 
a press conference and finatiy 
was the host at a presidential 
dinner attended by the. Em- 
peror and Empress and Govyern- 
ment and business leaders, 

During his three meetings 
with the press, (for the Presi- 
dent's evaluation .of his coun- 
try’s economy, see separate 
article), the Philippine leader 
made these major points: 

1, The Philippines.and Japan 
have consigned the bitterness of 
the war “to the limbo of obilivi- 
on.”

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'U.S. Marine — 
Sentenced by 


AppealsCourt

A Japanese appeals court yes- 
terday reversed -the acquittal 
judgment of a lower court and 
sentenced an Illinois Marine to 
two years in jail for the 
drunken pistol slaying of a 
Japanese in the U.S, Naval Base 
city of Yokosuka two years ago. 

The Tokyo High Court found 
Marine Pfe. Adoiph W, Merten, 
of East St. Louis, Ill. innocent 
of murder because Merten was 
intoxicated at the time, but 
found him guilty on the lesser 
charge of “gross negligence 
leading to death.” 

Merten has two weeks to 
appeal the judgment and it was 
believed he would do so. 


The finding was regarded as 
the reply of Japanese courts to 
newspaper charges that Ja 
was a “drunkard’s paradise.” 
Under Japanese law, a person 
committing a crime while in 
a state of drunken stupor is not 
responsible for his: actions and 
is innocent of any crimes. 


Since the Yokosuka District 
Court freed Merten on the basis 
of this law in July last year, 
there has been a campaign to 
revise it so courts can clamp 
down on drunken crimes. 

The shooting occurred on the 
morning of Oct. 8, 1956, at the 
Daiwava Bar and Grill in Yoko 
suka, 

Merten, attached to the 
Marine Air Base Squadron at 
Oppama, near Yokosuka, was 
drinking with four friends at 
the bar, according to the prose- 
cution, 


He came down the stairs and 
saw a Marine friend drinking 
with a year-old Japanese, 
Shiro Takawa. He pulled out 
/his pistol and pumped four bul- 
lets into him, Takawa was dead 
when he was taken to a hospi- 
tal, 


Merten fled but was picked up 
later at the Oppama train sta- 
tion, 

It was explained at the time 
that Merten, a Korean war vete- 
ran, had developed a phobia 
about the Communists and 
thought Takawa was a Cam- 
munist and was about to kill his 
friend, 


The maximum penalty for 
gross negligence leading to 
death is ¥50,000 ($138) or three 
years in prison.

‘Orders to Kill’ 


By 

“Orders to Kill,” opening 
today at New Toho Theater, is 
a British thriller which presum- 
ably started out to be a more 
ambitious work than a mere 
secret agent melodrama. Revul- 
pion against war's inhumanity 
is its consistent underlying note, 
The extraordinary circumstances 
under which the hero, a young 
bomber-pilot, is made to assas- 
Sinate a man who turns out to 
be innocent are worked out 
with energetic concentration not 
oniv as an action drama but as 
& p sture of man’s struggle with 
his conscience, 

But the film turns out to be 
more successful as the former 
than as the latter. On its visual 
level, that is, the level of a spy- 
thriller, it has a strong drama- 
tie force to which few paraliels 
can be found among war films 
save perhaps that bitter indict- 
ment of war “Paths of Glory.” 
It does not have the insistence 
of “Paths of Glory” to probe 
into the question of war’s sense- 
less crueities. The half recon- 
efliation the hero achieves in 
the end by giving the dead 
man’s widow his own money dis- 
guising it as an official token 
for her husband's service for 
the cause is ‘unsatisfactory, to 
say the least. 

And since nothing more is 
said of his struggle with his 
conscience, one feels peculiarly 
let down, but such anticlimactic 
sentiments perhaps do not 
seriousiy count when balanced 
against the savage thriller sensa- 
tions the film achieves else- 
where. 

Directed by Anthony Asquith 
and played by a group of high 
standard actors, “Orders to Kili’ 
is not quite, however, an action 
drama in the conventional sense. 
It evokes questions, even when 
it does not answer them effec- 
tively, in the course of events 
it describes. 

A US. fighter bomber-pilot 
Gene Summers (Paul Massie) 
is assigned the extraordinary 


job of killing an ally’s own 
agent named Lafitte (Leslie 
French) in occupied Trance 


FPOUMY SAISHO 


who is suspected of betraying 
Free French agents to the Paris 
Gestapo, He is trained for the 
job under an experienced agent 
called Mac (Eddie Albert), The 
training he undergoes antici 
pates all kinds of eventualities 
—enemy arrests, interrogations, 
grilling besides the final scene 
of tre job for which he is 
being sent. 


As a soldier proud of his 
fighting record, Gene Summers 
attacks the drills with undisturb 
ed concentration. He is un- 
aware of being trained as a 
murderer instead of as a soldier. 
Hie shrewd trainer (James 
Robertson Justice) sees to it 
that he never wakes up to it 
before he finishes his job. For, 
the officer says, civilized men 
cannot be trained to go auto 
matically through the motions 
of murder if they fully under- 
stand what is involved in that 
act. It is all right if he wakes 
up to the horror of his act 
afterward, and not before. 


This thinking is put. across 
in the film as typical of the 
military minds whose one con- 
cern is to produce results at 
any price. Our hero does wake 
up to the horror when he con- 
fronts his quarry in Paris. Noth- 
ing has prepared him for what 
he sees—a little, pathetic mid- 
dle-ager who cannot bear to 
abandon a stray cat. 


Confused and lost, Gene 
Summers seeks advice from his 
solitary contact in underground 
France, a woman agent (admir- 
ably played by Irene Worth). 
She tells him that his job is 
not to sit in judgment of the 


man he is ordered to kill, but! 


simply to execute the order, for 
in war, the innocent are killed 
along with the guilty. On the 
strength of her word, he does 
act, probably to spend the rest 
of his life as a nervous wreck, 
Ironically the only redemption 
he might fee] for his sense of 
guilt is the death of that very 
woman agent who had given 
him the nerve and a sort of 
conviction to act,

To be sure, as always, the 
fauna in Disney's world is al- 
most inexorably lovable.

With Walt splashing blood all 
over his Eastmancolor screen 
we are not at all certain that 
Perri is going to emerge un- 
scathed. And we begin to care. 
Anything seems possible and 
this emotion is rarely enjoyed 
during a Disney film. It is like 
suddenly being forced to won- 
der if the seven dwarfs are go- 
ing to rape Snow White. 

There are other nice things 
too: the first poetic use of the 
zoom lens I have seen; a dream 
sequence which is pure Chri: 
mas card but very, very lovely? 
and some quite remarkable ani- 
mal shots — including one 
splendid bit with a wild cat. 


The whole has been Japanifi- 
ed, with Hiroshi Akutagawa 
giving the commentary. 1 am 
all in favor of this. For one 
thing Mr. Akutagawa Is a very 
fine actor and has a.- fine voice: 
for another, I was thus spared 
understanding very much. of 
what sounded like a straight 
translation from a probably coy 
original. 


So—as I say—if you don't 
mind not taking nature straight, 
you may well enjoy the film; 
the kiddies, undiscriminating 
little animals themselves, are 
bound to, And, if you go, as 
bonus you will be given a short 
subject all about how lovely 
Portugal is. The entire bill is 
opening on the 25th of the 
month (theater yet to be decid- 
ed). I realize that this notifica- 
tion is a trifle premature, but 
then one always likes to get 
one’s Christmas reviewing done 
early.

The outside countries 
are now looking for some alternative plan to protect their 
export trade against what they consider to be the dis- 
criminatory joint tariff of the Common Market, whose mem- 
bers are committed to reduce duties on trade exchanges 


between them by 10 per cent, 
on imports from each other by 


and to increase any quotas 
20 per cent, from January 1. 


Although the ideas that have led six European coun- 
tries to form the Common Market appear in themselves 
sound enough, based as they are on the fundamental con- 
ception that union is strength, it is difficult to see how a 


certain amount of trade 


discrimination can be avoided. 


If, as has been suggested, the duty cuts be extended to all 
53 nations of GATT, or even only to the 11 nations that 
were represented in Geneva this week, it would seem that 
the countries that initiated the Common Market scheme 


will have nothing to gain. 


International trade has become 


so complicated in the present age that it appears necessary 
that any new arrangements should be made on as nearly as 
possible a universal scale rather than by groups of nations. 

Since the European Common Market was first mooted 
there have heen tentative suggestions of Common Markets 
for Latin America, the Middle East, Southeast Asia and 


whatnot. 


If implemented, such suggestions might lead to 


the world becoming divided up into mutually hostile trad- 


ing areas—a very rétrograde step. 


What is most desirable 


is a greater liberalization of trade with tariffs and quotas 
abolished or reduced as much as possible. If the European 
Common Market could be regarded’ as the beginning of a 
process that would advance to that end, it would be a good 


development.

Government white papers can be issued—and generally 
are—on just about any subject. One of the latest, from the 
Ministry of International Trade and Industry, marks the

Last year, we are told, attendance records in the na- 
tion’s movie houses hit a new high, averaging out to once a 
month for every single person in the country. 

It may be true, of course, that individual exhibitors

But from the audience’s viewpoint, this is dandy. 


And the fire inspectors too should be pleased that it is less 
likely for safe capacity limits to be exceeded.

Future of Japan’s ‘Monarchy 
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Road Ahead Uncertain for Unique System With Inhuman Features 


The recent announcement 
of the Crown Prince's betrothal 
to a young woman of nonaris- 
tocratic birth has raised some 
relevant questions concerning 
the future of the imperial insti- 
tution of Japan. 


For instance, will the plan- 


ned matrimony strengthen or 
weaken the system? Will it 
tend to overcome the certain 
inhuman qualities inherent in 
the tradition-bound life of the 
members of the impertal 
family? 


And most important of all, 
how long will the system last’ 

Any attempt at answering 
these questions must begin 
with an assessment of both the 
factors Which tend to preserve 
and those which militate against 
the system. 

The postwar constitution of 
Japan created a new kind of 
state which defies conventional! 
classification. As far qs the 
location of sovereignty—which 
“rests with the people” —is conh- 
cerned, Japan is a republic in 
essence. Contrary to the popu- 
lar impression the Emperor of 
Japan is not the chief of the 
state, He is only a “symbol of 
the State and of the unity of 
the people,” according to the 
constitution. 

Yet, the existence of state 
function, though largely cere- 
monious, performed by the 
Emperor does give Japan 4a 
semblance of constitutional 
rnonarchy. 

Hybrid Form 


Japan, therefore, seems to be 
a hybrid between the two forms 
of state. It operates on a high- 
ly artificial system created ar- 
bitrarily by an external au- 
thority,. the Allied military oc- 
cupation. The unique system is 
not an outgrowth of the kind of 
historical processes which have 
produced the extant Puropean 
monarchies. It was a form fim- 
posed by the victor on the van- 
quished for the sole purpose of 
preserving peace ang unity of 
the occupied nation. Making 
the Emperor a “symboi” was a 
compromise between not <de- 
throning him and ensuring that 


a 


he would not have absolute 
powers. 
Viewed from the Japanese 


side, however, the Allied deci 
sion was a reflection of the 
ardent feelings of worship and 
adoration the peopie held for 
the Emperor as an individual 
and for the “august national 
polity” he stood for. 

In this sense, it was these 
peculiar qualities of the Japa- 
nese monarchy which enabled 
it to survive the most crucial 
crisis it ever faced In its long 
history. Instead of rebelling 
against the imperial authorities 
which led the nation to a dis- 
astrous war, the peopie wept to 
hear their sovereign tell them 
to lay down their arms in the 
interest of peace. 


Traced to Sun 


The remarkable manifestation 
of the absolute obedience of a 
people to its ruler is a conse- 
quence largely of a highly cen- 
tralized educational system 
which inculeated Into the citiz- 
ens the myth that the imperial 
lineage is traced to the anthro- 
pomorphic sun, the ultimate- 
life-giver, It was also due to 
the historical fact that the an- 
nals of the Japanese imperial 
svstem are marked by few, if 


any, autocrats with whom the 
histories of other nations 
abound. Even during the last 


decade, a few monarchies died 
violent deaths to be replaced by 
military dictatorship or repub- 
licanism, 

Under the drastically altered 
postwar system, the Emperor of 
Japan did his utmost in “com- 
ing closer to the people” by 
touring the land and even talk- 
ing to some citizens. And judg- 
ing from the cheers he received 
from the crowds, these efforts 
appeared successful,

The Japan-ROK  normaliza- 
tion talks have now reached a 
critical stage. The Japanese 
delegation on Nov. 28 presented 
a draft agreement for establish- 
ing a fishery “adjustment 
area.”

On two. specific instances, 
popular criticism was against 
the inhumanness in the tradi- 
tion. One of them was the time 
of the death in 1933 of Prince 


Chichibu, the Emperor’s imme- 


diately younger brother, Al- 
though the latter was long-bed- 
ridden with tuberculosis, the 


Emperor was unable to be at his 
deathbed. The tradition seems 
to restrict the imperial person- 
ages freely visiting their ailing 
kin. When they do at all, it is 
when death is definitely im- 
minent. The official excuse of- 
fered at the time of Prince 
Chichibu’s death was that the 
Emperor calling on his brother 
would make the patient feel he 
would not pull through and thus 
hasten his death. 


Root of Tradition 


The root of the tradition is the 
bellef of ancient Chinese origin 
that an emperor has no human 
parents because, as the Chinese 
character for his old appellation 
shows, he is the “son of hea- 
ven,” not of a human being. By 
ascending the throne, he has 
severed all ties with his fellow 
human beings. 


Another instance of inhuman 


treatment of an imperial per- 
sonage, which came in for 
ecriticiem, was the 1956 death 


of ex-Princess Kuni, mother of 
the Empress, 

At that time, the Emperor 
and Empress were sojourning 
at their Nasu summer palace. 
Upon hearing the report that 
her mother was criticaily ill, 
the Empress returned to Tokyo 
to go to the hospital as promptly 
as she could, Even then she 
arrived too late by a few hours. 

The reason is that the Em- 
press cannot hop on the next 
express train to visit her ailing 
mother. No matter how brief 
or urgent it may be, an imperial 
trip cannot be arranged on an 
hour’s notice, Usually a route 
mapped and its condition 
carefully studied at least a week 
pefore by all the authorities 
concerned, She must ride an 
imperial coach of a _ special 
train. If she travels by car the 
palice forces along the entire 
route must be properly alerted 
beforehand. 


Par Cry 


The situation, therefore, is a 
far cry from that in the case 
of the United Kingdom, where 
the Queen can be seen person- 
ally driving Princess Amne to 
school.

Chameshi 


Chameshi (tea ricé) is a 
fancy kind of cooked rice. Not 
only is it made at home, but 
also there are restaurants spe- 
cializing in this. But chameshi 
as it is cooked and eaten today 
has no tea in it, and is only 
a modern imitation of the orig- 
inal. 

It is said to have been 
thought up by Buddhist priests. 
It is recorded that in the Gen- 
roku Bra (1688-1703), it was 
first cooked at the Todaiji and 
Kofukuji temples of Nara. The 
priests used brewed tea in 
cooking rice, and added some 
salt, mixing beans and peas also 


with the rice. 

Chameshi today is cooked 
with shovu and mirin (sweet 
wine). Since it has a brownish 
eolor, it looks like tea rice. 
Thus the modern chameshi 
tastes better, though it has no 
tea flavor. 

Often vegetables, fish or 
meat, chopped small, are added 
to make it richer. Chameshi 


restaurants make such gspeciali- 
ties, but the simple kind is also 
offered at many places. Tndivi- 
dual cooking pots are used at 
many restaurants, 

Cooked at home it is a wel- 
come variation to the daily meal. 

The original chameshi may 
still be had in the Kyoto-Osaka 
area in a modified form. It is 
called cha-gayu or tea gruel, 
Tea leaves used once are placed 
in a cotton bag and the bag 
put in the pot cooking the 
morning gruel, 

Many Kansai people are still 
unhappy unless they have their 
tea gruel every morning, 
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“Don't stand so close! We 
look like salt and pepper shak- 


ers,” 


mirrored in a remark the chief 
of the imperial guard section 
of the Metropolitan Police 
made to this reporter not long 
ago.

In such a nation as this, will 
the time ever come when the 
people consider the imperial 
iqstitution a useful implement 
of the state worth the expenses 
involved? Will they ever be- 
come so rational about the gov- 
erning of their own affairs that 
they might one day decide it 
is 4 superfluous ornament? 

Must Adjust 


If there is any possibility at 
all for such an eventuality, it 
jis found in the growing seg- 
ment of the population—the 
young generation—which, be- 
cause of the postwar education, 
has been free from the  in- 
fluences of the old belief. The 
time will come—in about 20 
years—-when the leading age 
bracket for the nation consists 
of those who spent their form- 
ative years under an educa 
tional system in which national 


consciousness Was an  ana- 
thema. 
tiow the imperial system 


may survive such an age would 
depend primarily on. what con- 
stitutional status it will have 
attained by then and on the 
particular type of personality 
which embodies the institution. 
If it is to be preserved at all, 
it must intelligently adjust it- 
self to the world of science and 
enlightenment. Above all, a 
monarch in the present-day and 
future world must be aware 
that monarchism is at best a 
harmiess anachronism.

Political Party Funds 


More Money to Spend 


Japan's political parties are 
collecting and using more 
money, according to the state 
ment of accounts of political 
funds over the last period (July- 
December 1957), published by 
the Autonomy Agency  iast 
week. 

The increase is attributed to 
the donations received and ex- 
penses incurred during the May 
elections when the ruling Liber- 
al-Democratic Party made sub- 
scriptions totaling ¥619 million 
and spent ¥477 million, while 
the opposition Socialist Party 
collected Y¥167 million § and 
defrayed ¥159 million. 

Also in the over-all spending 
and income during the January- 
June period, the Tory party was 
far ahead of other political oar- 
ties and groups, leading its rival 
Socialists by ¥720 million in in- 
come and ¥712 million in outgo. 

In comparison with like 


figures for the corresponding 
period a year ago, the Liberal- 
Democrats raised and used more 
than four times the money, 
whereas the Socialists’ figures 
were nearly five times liast 
year’s. 

About 94 per cent and 92 per 
cent of the donations made to 
the former and latter parties re- 
spectively came in sums of more 
than ¥30,000. 

As for organizations. support- 
ing individual politicians, the 
Hiroikekai (boosting -dayato 
Ikeda), Shuzankai (Elisaku_ Sa- 
to), Hirohide Ishida Booster 
Club and Tanzan_ Ishibashi 
Booster Club (all Liberal-Demo- 
crats) boast of abundant funds, 
which leave over a large balance 
after generous disbursements 
for political activities.

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Effects of Quemoy 


U.S. Position With Taiwan, Asia Affected

HONGKONG—Few “wars” in 
the Far East have been so in- 
decisive or open to varying in- 
terpretations as the two-month- 
long “battle” which was recerit- 
ly fought in and around the 
tiny, shell-swept island of Que- 
moy in the Taiwan Straits. 


The Chinese Nationalists, 
quite naturally, hail the episode 
as a victory for their side. They 
advance the claim that Peiping 
fully intended to invade Quemoy 
island, and that the heavy shell- 
ing which took place from Aug. 
23 onward was for the purpose 
of softening up the Nationalist 
garrison. 

The Nationalists further point 

the fact that latest Talwan 
Straits crisis resulted in greater 
U.S. military backing than at 
any time in the past and 
demonstrated that Washington 
now is not only willing to un- 
derwrite the defense of Taiwan 
itself but also of the controver- 
sial chain of islands and islets 
known as the offshore islands. 

This view is shared by a num- 
ber of U.S. military leaders, 
notably those permanently sta- 
tioned on Taiwan, and by most 
of the U.S. Asian allies who, be- 
cause of their unequivocal stand 
on the question of Red China, 
are unwilling to weigh the re- 
sults with any degree of ration- 
ality. 

There is a considerable body 
of opinion in other parts of the 
world, however, Which does not 
share this view. They do not 
agree that the recent Taiwan 
Straits crisis was a victory for 
Taipei and Washington, On the 
contrary, many of them believe 
that it may well have been a 
victory for Peiping. 

Briefly, their premise is that, 

because of internal economic 
requirements, Peiping does not 
want war. Because of the need 
for diverting public attention 
from internal problems, how- 
ever, and particularly to keep 
the Communist -bloc solidly 
welded together and to maintain 
the current flow of Soviet assis- 
tance, Peiping definitely wants 
to continue the atmosphere of 
war. 
In short, this body of opinion 
feels that the Chinese Commu- 
nists in the future can be ex- 
pected to superinduce military 
tensions in the Taiwan Straits 
and elsewhere, but that they 
will not commit themselves at 
this time to any military action 
which might result in U.S. mili- 
tary intervention. 

Projecting this thesis to the 
recent Taiwan Straits pocket 
war, the theory runs something 
like this: 

Peiping, when it began its ar- 
tillery bombardment of Quemoy, 
had no intention of taking the 
further step of either an am- 
phibious or aerial invasion. 

The chief purpose of this 
limited aggression was  politi- 
cal—to take a new reading of 
Washington policy in Asia, and 
to further undermine the con- 
cept of basing anti-Communist 
defenses in Asia on military 

wer. 

What did Peiping achieve? 
Firstly it proved that it could 
provoke a military crisis in 
which the U.S. and its powerful 
military resources were unable 
to intervene. While Commu- 
nist shore batteries hammered 
away at Quemoy island, the en- 
tire U.S. Seventh Fleet and the 
Far East Air Force—equipped 
as it was for an all-out atom- 
bomb war on the China main- 
land—was held at bay. 

While shells rained on Que- 
moy’s underground fortifications 
and its sunken artillery posi- 
tions, the U.S. could do nothing 
more to help its Nationalist al- 
lies than to carry out ineffective 
naval convoying of Nationalist 
supply ships running across the 
Straits. 

Peiping, tn other words, show- 
ed to the rest of Asia that it 
could mount a limited military 
action which would achieve re- 
sults while Washington remain- 
ed powerless under a_ policy 
which envisages only a large 
conventional or all-out atomic 
type of conflict. 

Far more significant than the 
military results obtained were 
the political repercussions, 


Firstly it should be noted that 
while the U.S. put up an im- 
posing show of force in defense 
of the Nationalists, Washington 
was nevertheless pushed into a 


position wherein it will have 
to revise and probably down- 
grade its commitment to the 
Chinese Nationalists. 

This became evident when 
Dulles met with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kaishek in October. 
The meeting was publiciv ac- 
claimed as a triumph of mutual 
understanding. It Was, in fact, 
the scene of what is probably 
the most serious clash of inter- 
ests that has yet taken place be- 
tween the two countries. This 
fact, contrary to official pro 
nouncements made In Taipei at 
the time, Was made lucidly clear 
to newsmen who were in the 
Nationalist capital at the time, 

At best, a clash of interests 
has now developed between 
Washington and Taipei, as . re- 
sult of the recent crisis, which 
eventually will result in the Na- 
tionalists getting less rather 
than more backing from its 
principal sponsor. 

less important, perhaps, is 
the fact that the semiwar over 
Quemoy created some friction 
between Washington on the one 
hand, and Washington's West 
European Allies on the other, 

Taken together, these results 
would appear to add up more 
heavily on the side of Peiping 
than of Taipei. And yet there 
is undoubtedly much that can 
be salvaged, 

Almost certainly, as a result 
of what went on, Washingtcn 
will be forecéd to revise its com- 
mitments to other Asian states 
—-South Korea, Japan, the Phil- 
ippines, South Vietnam and 
Thailand. Undoubtedly, each of 
these countries was impressed 
by the fact that the U.S. exceed- 
ed the bounds of the standard 
mutual defense treaties which it 
has signed with these countries, 
Some of the committed Asian 
allies will now demand more 
military backing; others will ask 
for significant revisions. 

In the case of Japan, now 
negotiating with the U.S. for re- 
vision of its defense agreement, 
a cautious conservative govern- 
ment which faces a strong anti- 
commitment political opposition, 
will make an effort to equalize 
the partnership with the U.S. 

Japan, in other words, will 
seek a clearer understanding of 
the terms of reference under 
which U.S. bases in Japan can 
be used to support an external 
military operation which, con- 
ceivably, might result in Japan’s 
involvement. 

if this can be achieved, U.S. 
Japanese relations will have 
been placed upon a firmer foot- 
ing. And if, as a result of what 
went on recently around the 
Taiwan Straits, more attention 
is Paid to political defenses 
against communism, a great 
deal more will have been salvag- 
ed from what otherwise eould 
be considered at least a partial 
victory for the Asian partner of 
the Communist world.
